ON  THE 

Working  of  the  Ranchi  Indian 
Mental  Hospital,  Kanke,  in 
Bihar  and  Orissa  for  the  year 

1933. 


1.  Provinces  served. — During  the  year  under  report  this 
hospital  continued  to  receive  patients  as  in  the  previous  years 
from  the  Provinces  of  Bengal  and  Bihar  and  Orissa. 

2.  Administration . — I  held  charge  of  the  hospital  through¬ 
out  the  year  except  for  a  short  period  of  absence  on  leave 
from  15th  March  1933  to  27th  March  1933  when  the  First 
Assistant  Superintendent  officiated  for  me. 

3.  Accommodation . — The  accommodation  of  the  hospital 
remained  the  same  as  in  the  previous  years,  viz.,  1,014  for  males 
and  272  for  females,  total  1,286.  The  50  extra  emergency  beds 
sanctioned  by  Government  in  1929  to  relieve  congestion  in  the 
male  section  were  in  demand  throughout  the  year. 

The  daily  average  strength  of  the  male  patients  during  the 
year  was  1017*12. 

Many  improvement  and  expansion  projects  could  not  be 
taken  up  during  the  year  under  review  as  in  the  previous  years 
owing  to  financial  reasons. 

There  was  no  over  crowding  in  the  female  section.

8.  The  daily  average  strength  of  patients  resident  in  the 
hospital  in  1933  was  1287*56  (1017*1.2  males  and  210-41  females) 
as  compared  with  1272*75  (1013*53  males  and  229*22  females) 
in  1932  and  1259*11  (1033*31  males  and  226*07  females)  in 
1931. 

Birth. — A  pregnant  female  patient  was  admitted  on  7th 
March  1933,  and  gave  birth  to  a  bonny  baby  girl  "on  23rd 
August  1933.  '  It  was  a  case  of  difficult  labour  (Persistent 
Occlpito  Posterior)  but  fortunately  ended  well  with  forcep  deli¬ 
very.  As  there  is  no  one  to  take  charge  of  the  baby  outside, 
the  baby  is  still  in  the  hospital  and  is  a  great  favourite 
amongst  the  staff  of  the  female  section. 

The  birth  is  excluded  from  calculation.

A  considerable  number  of  the  so-called  new  admissions  were 
not  really  new  admissions  in  the  true  sense  of  that  expression, 
but  were  cases  of  long  standing  mental  disorder  who,  in  default 
of  proper  mental  hospital  accommodation  and  other  reasons  had 
been  detained  for  shorter  or  longer  periods  in  jails  or  at  home. 
Taking  into  consideration  the  above  state  of  affairs  the  figure 
27*78  showing  the  ratio  per  cent  of  cases  cured  to  the  so-called 
total  new  admissions  in  the  year  1933  can  be  rightly  looked  upon 
as  extremely  satisfactory  and  serves  as  a  direct  incitement  to 
the  staff  who  devote  every  possible  care  to  the  employment  of  the 
modern  methods  of  treatment  to  the  newly -admitted  patients  in 
the  reception  wards  of  this  modern  mental  hospital  of 
India.

It  is  satisfactory 
to  note  that  there  was  no  epidemic  disease  of  any  kind  during 
the  year. 

16.  Sickness. — The  daily  average  number  of  sick  treated  in 
the  Infirmaries  for  physical  ailments  was  68*03  (59*93  males 
and  8*10  females)  in  1933  ;  5591  (52*21  males  and  3*70  females) 
in  1932  and  60*46  (57*62  males  and  2*84  females)  in  1931.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that,  as  in  the  previous 
years,  Malaria  has  been  responsible  for  a  large  number  of  cases 
of  sickness  during  the  year  under  review.  All  practicable 
measures  were  adopted  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  mosquitoes 
inside  as  well  as  outside  the  hospital  area  by  the  sanitary 
squads  of  the  hospital  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Second 
Assistant  Superintendent  and  myself.  In  spite  of  all  stringent 
sanitary  measures  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  mosquitoes,  no 
satisfactory  results  were  achieved  on  account  of  the  vastness  of 
the  breeding  grounds  (paddy-fields)  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  the  hospital  which  always  remained  a  source  of  danger. 
Moreover,  a  small  area  within  the  male  enclosure  also  proved 
a  great  menace  to  the  health  of  the  patients  of  the  blocks 
situated  in  close  proximity  of  this  insanitary  area.  On  account 
of  the  deficient  drainage  in  this  area,  the  water  stagnates  and  it 
helps  the  breeding  of  mosquitoes.  The  managing  committee 
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have  recommended  to  Government  to  rectify  this  insanitary 
defect  and  have  passed  a  scheme  costing  Us.  1,180  to  provide 
adequate  drainage  in  this  area.  Statistics  show  that  nearly  50 
per  cent  of  the  positive  Malaria  cases  of  the  year  under  review 
were  contributed  by  this  insanitary  area  in  the  male  enclosure. 

About  10,895  patients  were  treated  as  outdoor  patients  in 
the  hospital  for  minor  ailments  such  as  ulcers,  slight  injuries, 
headaches,  constipation,  etc. 

17.  Cases  under  observation . — The  total  number  of  cases  held 
under  remand  for  brief  periods  of  observation  was  6  (1  males  and 
2  females)  against  53  (36  males  and  17  females)  in  the  previous 
year. 


The  decrease  in  the  number  of  observation  cases  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  local  Magistrates  exercised  stricter  restriction 
in  issuing  detention  orders  under  section  16  of  the  Indian 
Lunacy  Act,  1912,  on  account  of  overcrowding  of  the  hospital. 

Of  the  six  cases,  two  males  and  two  females  were  certified 
and  admitted  and  two  male  cases  were  certified  as  harmless 
insanes  and  were  therefore  not  admitted  for  want  of  accommoda¬ 
tion  and  released  by  the  committing  Magistrates.

23.  Statement  no.  VII  shows  the  setiological  factors  and 
associated  conditions  in  the  patients  admitted  and  is  self- 
explanatory. 

Moreover,  in  my  last  Triennial  Report  I  have  fully  dealt 
with  this  subject,  and  no  further  comment  is  required. 

24.  Paying  patients. — During  the  year  91  patients  (62  males 
and  29  females)  were  treated  as  compared  with  83  (57  males 
and  26  females)  in  1932  and  86  (61  males  and  25  females)  in 
1931. 

The  popularity  of  the  hospital  with  this  class  of  patient 
is  fast  growing  and  every  year  we  are  obliged  to  refuse 
admission  to  several  paying  patients  for  want  of  accommodation. 

The  scheme  of  building  separate  wards  for  paying  patients 
could  not  be  considered  owing  to  continued  financial  stringency. 

25.  Suicide. — It  is  very  gratifying  to  note  that  there  was  no 
case  of  suicide  during  the  year  under  report  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  there  were  more  than  81  suicidal  cases  and  many  of  them  were 
potential  suicides  and  made  frequent  attempts  at  suicide  which 
were  timely  prevented  by  the  vigilance  of  the  attendant  staff 
on  duty  to  whom  I  offer  my  very  best  thanks.  I  am  again 
happy  to  be  able  to  record  that  suicide  is  practically  unknown 
in  this  largest  mental  hospital  of  India  for  the  last  seven  years. 

26.  Escapes — There  was  no  escape  although  a  considerable 
amount  of  freedom  was  enjoyed  by  the  patients. 
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27.  Accidents  and  injuries. — There  have  been  no  assaults 
or  accidents  worthy  of  note  among  the  patients  except  the 
following  : — 

A  dependable  epileptic  patient  suddenly  ran  amok  and 
caused  serious  injury  on  the  bead  of  the  first  patient  he  met 
before  he  could  be  caught  and  overpowered  by  the  staff.  Although 
the  injury  was  serious  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  record  that 
the  patient  made  a  speedy  recovery  under  adequate  care  and 
treatment. 

28.  Autopsy. — Twenty-four  post-mortems  were  performed 
and  interesting  specimens  were  preserved  in  the  laboratory. 

29.  Conservancy  and  sanitation. — The  supervision  of  the 
conservancy  and  sanitation  of  the  hospital  inside  and  outside 
was  strictly  maintained.  The  general  sanitation  of  the  whole 
area  of  the  hospital  was  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and 
there  was  no  epidemic  disease  of  any  kind.  Besides,  utmost 
attention  and  care  were  paid  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  wards  and 
the  disinfection  of  the  patients,  clothing  and  bedding  was  carried 
out  by  means  of  Thresh  Disinfector. 

30.  Treatment  of  mental  conditions. — The  question  of  treat¬ 
ment  of  mental  conditions  of  patients  received  our  careful 
consideration  as  in  the  previous  years  and  we  continued 
to  make  as  much  progress  as  possible  in  this  direction. 

(i)  Drugs.— The  following  drugs  were  tried  during  the 
year  under  report  in  addition  to  those  already  mentioned  in  the 
Triennial  Report  for  the  year  1930 — 32  : — 

(1)  Nembutal. 

(2)  Soneryl. 

(3)  Somnifene. 

(4)  Hypnol. 

All  the  above  drugs  were  found  useful  and  gave  encouraging 
results  in  some  cases  of  excitement  and  insomnia,  and  they  are 
worth  trying  where  other  ordinary  drugs  fail  to  allay  excitement 
and  bring  about  sleep  in  highly  refractory  cases. 

Sabji  leaf. — Basillicum  Citratum  ( Bisva  Tulasi).—1 This 
small  shrub  indigenous  to  Persia  and  Sind  is  cultivated  in 
India.  The  leaves  contain  a  yellowish  green  essential  oil 
and  if  5  or  6  drops  of  this  oil  are  poured  into  each  nostril  of 
a  highly  excited  patient,  it  allays  the  excitement  and  serves  as 
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a  powerful  hypnotic.  We  have  so  far  obtained  encouraging 
results  with  this  shrub  and  it  is  now  grown  in  my  garden  for 
the  purpose  of  farther  experiment  and  the  results  will  be  given 
in  our  next  annual  report. 

Sulphur  injections  in  mental  disorders. — As  the  sulphur 
therapy  proved  very  satisfactory  in  the  previous  years  the  results 
of  which  were  fully  incorporated  in  my  Annual  Report  of  1931 
and  Triennial  Report  of  1930 — 32,  this  treatment  was  continued 
during  the  year  under  report  with  the  results  show’n  below  : —

I  have  been  experimenting  with  sulphur  injections  since 
1930  and  up  to  the  end  of  1933  I  have  tried  this  very  useful 
therapy  in  215  cases  suffering  from  various  mental  disorders 
with  very  satisfactory  results.  Out  of  215  cases,  85  remained 
stationary,  85  improved  in  their  mental  health  and  35  completely 
recovered.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  record  that  since  our  publi¬ 
cation  of  the  good  results  of  our  pioneer  work  with  sulphur 
injections  in  India  many  private  practitioners  have  adopted  this 
treatment  with  encouraging  results.  One  of  the  practitioners, 
Dr.  K.  K.  Sen,  published  an  article  on  the  success  achieved  by 
sulphur  injections  in  one  of  his  cases  which  appeared  in  the 
Indian  Medical  Gazette  of  September  1933.  We  are  also 
glad  to  note  from  the  last  Triennial  Report  of  the  European 
Mental  Hospital  that  they  also  now  adopted  this  treatment  with 
encouraging  results. 
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Use  of  sulphur  injections  in  shin  diseases. — As  stated  in 
our  last  Triennial  Report  of  1A30-32,  we.  continued  the  experi¬ 
ment  of  sulphur  injections  in  skin  diseases  throughout  the  year 
with  satisfactory  results  as  shown  in  the  sub- joined  table  :  —

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  sulphur  injections 
were  very  efficacious  in  scabies,  eczema  and  ringworm  but  had 
no  effect  on  Pityriasis  Versicolor.  In  5  or  6  injections  the 
patients  made  wonderful  recovery  from  the  abovestated  skin 
diseases  which  were  not  amenable  to  ordinary  routine  treatment. 

( ii )  Rorschach  test. — These  tests  were  invented  by 
Dr.  Hermann  Rorschach  and  are  known  as  Psych odiagnostik 
Tests  of  Rorschach.  It  helps  in  exploring  the  patients’  uncon¬ 
scious  mind  and  at  times  gives  a  clue  to  their  complexes  and 
thus  renders  a  unique  assistance  in  the  diagnosis  of  cases.  I  had 
seen  Rorschach  tests  usefully  employed  as  “  Psvchodiagnostik  ” 
in  many  modern  mental  hospitals  of  Europe  and  America.  The 
tests  are  well  under  trial  and  the  results  will  be  given  in  our 
next  annual  report. 

(Hi)  Organotherapy . — Various  glandular  preparations  were 
prescribed  in  cases  where  necessary  but  the  results  were  not  very 
enouraging. 
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Raw  liver  was  prescribed  in  anaemic  cases  with  satisfactory 
results.  Moreover,  the  following  medicines  were  tried  in  weak 
and  anaemic  cases  with  encouraging  results  : — 

(1)  Colloidal  Calcium  with  Ostelin  D. 

(2)  Metatone. 

(3)  Incretone. 

(4)  Haliverol. 

(5)  Calcinol. 

(6)  Calcium  Gluconate. 

Use  of  raw  brain  in  stuporous  cases.—  The  treatment  ©f 
stuporous  cases  with  raw  brains  was  reported  to  be  very  efficacious 
by  some  of  the  hospitals  in  England  and  during  the  year  under 
review  I  tried  this  treatment  on  4  stuporous  cases.  Raw  brain 
(4  oz.  to  8  oz.)  mixed  with  curry  was  given  to  stuporous 
patients  for  a  period  of  few  months  but  so  far  no  appreciable 
improvement  is  noted  in  their  mental  condition.  The  experi¬ 
ment  is,  however,  still  under  trial  and  the  results  will  be  reported 
in  our  next  Annual  Report. 

( iv )  Physiotherapy . — Throughout  the  year  our  attention 
was  paid  to  physical  examination  of  all  patients  on  admission 
and  a  great  care  was  bestowed  to  correct  the  physical  defects 
which  are  now  held  responsible  as  contributory  factors  to  the 
causation  of  mental  disorders.

Twenty  bacteriologically  positive  cases  of  Malaria  were 
treated  with  Atebrin  and  Plasmoquine  Simplex  with  excellent 
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results.  All  the  cases  were  found  to  be  bacteriologically  negative 
after  the  second  course.  We  would  have  liked  to  use  these 
drugs  in  all  Malaria  cases  for  obvious  reasons,  but  such  was  not 
possible  due  to  the  prohibitive  cost  of  these  drugs. 

Teeth.— Patients  suffering  from  oral  sepsis  requiring  imme¬ 
diate  treatment  were  attended  to  as  in  the  previous  years  by  the 
medical  staff  of  the  hospital. 

The  proposal  of  appointing  a  Dentist  on  a  monthly  payment 
of  honorarium  has  been  recommended  by  the  Managing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  this  hospital  to  the  Government  and  the  matter  is 
under  their  consideration.  The  appointment  when  sanctioned, 
will  remove  a  long-felt  want  of  this  hospital. 

Syphilis. — The  blood  of  all  patients,  newly  admitted  and 
the  Cerebro-spinal  Eluid  in  some  special  cases,  were  sent  to  the 
Prince  of  Wales’  Medical  Coliege,  Patna,  for  Wassermann  test. 
During  the  year  under  report  227  specimens  of  blood  and  30 
specimens  of  C.  S.  E.  were  sent  for  W.  R.  test,  out  of  which 
51  of  the  former  and  9  of  the  latter  were  positive.  All  positive 
cases  were  given  full  course  of  Anti-syphilitic  treatment. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  great  improvement  in  the 
general  health  of  patients  in  the  mental  hospitals  and  the 
decrease  in  the  epidemic  and  endemic  diseases  is  due  to  the 
introduction  of  hospital  methods  of  treatment  and  greatly 
improved  hygienic  conditions.  The  improvement  in  the  physical 
health  of  the  patients  of  this  hospital  has  undoubtedly  done 
much  to  bring  about  improvement  in  their  mental  condition  as 
is  shown  by  the  steadily  maintained  high  recovery  rate  and  low 
death-rate. 

Cataract  operations. — During  the  year  under  review  cataracts 
were  successfully  removed  from  9  patients  under  local 
anaesthesia  and  thus  their  sights  were  restored. 

(v)  Hydrotherapy As  continuous  baths  are  used  extensively 
in  this  hospital  for  various  psychotic  conditions  especially  to 
allay  excitement,  it  is  necessary  that  some  reference  should  be 
made  here  to  the  results  which  were  obtained  from  this  form  of 
hydrotherapy.  During  the  year  under  report  308  cases  were 
given  hydrotherapy  and  the  average  number  of  hours  of  immer¬ 
sion  of  patients  was  3P25  and  in  good  many  cases  the  results 
were  astonishing. 
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(vi)  Occupational  therapy. — Reference  has  frequently  been 
made  in  our  Annual  Reports  to  the  value  of  occupation  and 
particularly  all  out-door  occupations  in  the  treatment  of  the 
insane.  While  employing  out-of-doors  is  recognised  as  being  of 
the  greatest  value,  there  are  many  patients  who  cannot  or  will 
not  take  part  in  work  of  the  hospital  garden  or  even  in  domestic 
occupations  and  for  them  provision  has  been  made  by  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  occupational  classes  where  instructions  in  various 
arts  and  crafts  are  given  by  experienced  instructors.  The  variety 
of  occupations  provided  is  such  that  there  are  few  patients  for 
wThom  some  congenial  form  of  occupation  cannot  be  found,  and 
the  good  results  both  in  the  contentedness  of  mind  and  the  con¬ 
sequent  improved  bodily  conditions  of  the  patients  as  well  as  the 
high  quality  of  the  articles  produced  give  a  return  entirely  out 
of  proportion  to  the  small  initial  and  recurring  cost.  It  is  a 
mistake  to  suppose  that  occupational  therapy  is  impossible  with¬ 
out  the  employment  of  a  few  costly  and  highly  trained  occupa¬ 
tional  therapists.  During  the  year  under  review  a  great  effort 
wras  made  to  engage  patients  who  were  normally  regarded  as 
turbulent  or  unemployable  with  a  view  to  make  them  happier 
and  more  tractable.  This  experiment  has  shown  that  practically 
every  ambulant  patient  can  be  employed  and  is  infinitely 
better  and  more  easily  controlled  when  he  is  employed.  The 
Medical  Officers  in  charge  of  such  turbulent  patients  now  report 
that  these  patients  are  now  sleeping  well  at  night  which  they 
never  did  before  without  hypnotics,  have  good  appetite,  eat  wrell 
and  look  much  fitter  and  better  than  before  and  have  put  on 
weight.  A  very  brief  outline  of  work  done  is  as  follows  : — 

Weaving,  cane  and  bamboo  work,  smithy,  carpentry, 
tailoring,  cobbling,  mending  cloths,  mattress  and 
pillow  making,  lace  making,  knitting,  embroidery 
work,  durrie  making,  gardening,  joss  stick  making 
and  miscellaneous  and  domestic  work. 

Garden  work  — The  vegetable  garden  of  this  hospital  is  one 
of  the  best  of  its  kind  in  the  provinces  of  Bengal  and  Bihar 
and  Orissa.  It  is  run  entirely  with  patients’  labour  and  the 
average  number  of  patients  employed  in  the  garden  throughout 
the  period  under  report  was  200. 

A  variety  of  good  vegetables,  fruits,  fodder,  etc.,  were  grown 
in  the  Hospital  garden  and  the  produce  was  more  than  ample  to 
meet  the  annual  requirements  of  the  Institution. 
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The  subjoined  table  shows  the  total  value  of  the  goods 
received  from  our  garden  for  the  use  of  the  hospital.

31.  Reward  to  good  workers . — Besides  the  daily  extra  gifts 
of  cigarettes,  tobacco  and  other  comforts  of  life,  a  sum  of  Us.  600 
is  annually  divided  amongst  hard-working  patients  in  this 
hospital.  Patients  look  forward  to  this  reward  and  spend  as  they 
like  and  some  of  them  even  send  this  money  to  their  family 
at  home. 

32.  Sports  and  amusements. — These  continued  as  usual, 
throughout  the  year,  and  as  stated  in  my  previous  reports, 
sports  and  amusements  have  proved  to  be  of  excellent 
therapeutic  value. 

About  200  patients  attend  the  Amusement  Hall  of  both 
sections  every  evening  and  they  enjoy  various  indoor  games  and 
music. 

The  cinema  which  was  purchased  and  installed  during  the 
year  under  report  has  maintained  its  popularity  with  the  patients 
and  4)7  shows  were  witnessed  by  crowded  houses  with  happy 
faces. 

Besides  the  daily  usual  amusements  and  weekly  cinema 
shows,  the  following  special  entertainments  were  catered  for  the 
patients  during  the  year  1933

Fourteen  football  and  10  hockey  matches  were  played  with 
outside  teams  of  Kanke  and  Ranchi  and  the  hospital  team 
won  some  of  the  matches.  The  annual  sport,  a  great  event  to 
which  patients  look  forward,  was  held  as  usual  and  several  prizes 
were  distributed  to  the  winners  of  different  events. 

Band. — The  hospital  Band  played  at  all  the  entertainments 
and  continued  to  be  a  source  of  great  enjoyment  to  the  patients. 
The  Band  party  consists  of  12  attendants  of  the  Hospital  and 
is  conducted  by  Naik  Shibcharan  through  whose  efforts  it  has 
maintained  its  efficiency  and  progress. 

33.  Picnics. — These  are  a  notable  feature  of  amusement  for 
the  patients  and  are  greatly  appreciated  by  them.  Hundreds  of 
patients  were  taken  out  from  time  to  time  to  the  nearest  hills, 
riversides,  etc.,  with  the  Hospital  Band  for  picnic. 

34.  Dietary. — The  dietary  of  this  hospital  is  good  and  varied 
and  the  cost  is  considerably  low.  The  feeding  of  all  patients 
is  strictly  supervised  by  all  the  Medical  Officers.  Weights  of 
all  patients  are  recorded  every  month  and  the  charts  maintained 
indicate  a  general  rise  of  weight.  Patients  found  to  lose  weight 
steadily  are  at  once  segregated  in  the  infirmary  for  adequate 
treatment.  Extra  nourishing  diets  are  given  to  weak  and 
anaemic  patients. 

35.  Artificial  j  ceding  was  resorted  to  600  times  during 
the  year  under  report  only  in  cases  exhibiting  active  refusal  to 
food. 

36.  Feasts.— Several  special  feasts  were  given  to  the 
patients  as  in  the  previous  years,  on  festive  occasions,  such  as 
Pujas,  Holi,  Christmas,  Id,  etc. 

37.  Religion. — Kirtans  for  the  Hindus,  Divine  services  for 
Christians,  and  Nimaz  for  the  Muhammadans  were  held  regularly 
as  in  the  previous  years,  and  patients  were  allowed  to  observe 
fasts  on  religious  grounds. 

38.  Parole. — Several  patients  were  granted  local  as 
well  as  Ranchi  parole,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that 
the  privilege  was  not  abused  by  any  of  them. 

39.  Motor  drives. — Motor  drives  and  shopping  at  Ranchi 
were  carried  out  as  usual  during  the  year  under  report. 

40.  Libraries—  There  are  two  libraries— one  for  the  patients 
and  the  other  for  the  medical  staff. 

(a)  Patients'  library. — Several  new  books  were  added  to  the 
Patients*  Library  during  the  year.

41.  New  works  and  maintenance  and  repairs  to  the  buildings.— 
All  the  buildings  of  the  hospital  were  maintained  in  an  efficient 
state  of  repairs.  Some  special  repairs  were  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Works  Department  to  some  of  the  buildings  during  the 
year. 

No  new  major  work  was  taken  up  during  the  year  under 
review. 

42.  Finance. — (a)  Receipts. — -The  receipt  from  all  sources 
amounted  to  Us.  24,011-10-6  in  1933  as  compared  with 
Us.  24,765-3-1  in  1932  and  Ils.  23,879-2-6  in  1931.

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The  decrease  in  miscellaneous  receipts  in  1933  was  due  to 
less  production  of  surplus  vegetables  sold,  to  the  public  than  in 
the  previous  year  and  also  less  sale  of  surplus  manufactured

(b)  Expenditure. — The  total  expenditure  exclusive  of  amounts 
received  from  paying  patients  and  miscellaneous  receipts  was 
Rs.  4,83,573-1-8  in  1933  as  compared  with  Rsf  4,80,459-7-9  in 
1932  and  Rs.  5,16,89S-5-9  in  1931. 

The  increase  in  the  total  expenditure  during  Ihe  year 
under  report  was  due  to  an  increase  of  expenditure  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  charges  on  account  of  quadrennial 
and  special  repairs  and  also  on  account  of  the  establishment 
charges  as  in  the  year  under  report  5  per  cent  cut  in  the  pay  of 
the  staff  was  restored.  Otherwise  expenditure  under  all  heads  of 
contingencies  was  less  than  the  previous  years  due  to  cheaper 
rates  on  account  of  unprecedented  continued  trade  depression 
and  strictest  economy  observed  in  all  the  departments,  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  average  cost  per  head  given  below  : —

(b)  Medical  and  nursing  staff  .—The  medical  and  nurs1D§ 
staff  were  allowed  to  attend  by  turn  a  full  course  of  training  with 
clinical  demonstrations  in  psychological  medicine  which  is  given 
at  Ranchi  to  the  students  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  Medical 
College,  Patna. 

(c)  Health  of  staff — The  health  of  the  staff  wa  s  on  the  whole 
not  very  satisfactory  as  quite  a  number  of  them  suffered  from 
Malaria. 
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Commendation.— It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  my  deep  appre¬ 
ciation  to  the  officers  and  employees  for  faithful  service  rendered 
under  trying  circumstances  during  the  year  and  in  large  degree 
the  progress  of  the  hospital  is  due  to  their  loyal  effort  and 
co-operation. 

44.  Committees  of  visitors.— A.  great  deal  of  interest  was 
displayed  by  the  members  of  both  the  visiting  committees— 
ladies  and  gentlemen-— in  the  welfare  of  the  patients  of  this 
Institution  and  my  warmest  thanks  are  due  to  them. 

During  the  year  under  report  VI  meetings  were  held  in  the 
male  section  by  the  gentlemen  visitors  and  10  meetings  were 
held  by  the  lady  visitors  in  the  female  section. 

45.  Managing  committee. —T wo  meetings  of  the  managing 
committee  were  held  during  the  year  under  report.
